The last paragraph of Miss Clark's memorandum requests a "report of 
arrangements made by the family following arrival in Texas." 


In this case, we have thought it unnecessary to alert the Texas De- 
partment of Public Welfare. The family resources, plus the fact 
that Mr. Oswald is a radar specialist, and is a good prospect for 


-employment, makes it appear that barring some unforeseen emergency, 


assistance may not be needed. As of this writing no request has 
been received, 


In addition, the State agency would need an advance of funds before 
it could assist. I understood from a recent telephone conversation 
with Mr. Hurley that this would not be possible unless pending 
legislation is acted upon favorably. 
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
